G.SJft, 1458.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 12 of the Govern¬ 
ment Savings Certificates Act, 1959 (46 of 1959), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following rules to amend the Post Office Savings Certificates Rules, 
1960, namely: — 

1. (i) These rules may be called the Post Office Savings Certificates (Sixth 
Amendment) Rules, 1962. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the 15th November, 1962. 

2. In the Post Office Savings Certificates Rules, I960— 

(a) in rule 1, after Item (c) of clause (iii) the following item shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

“(d) 12-Year National Defence Certificates.”; 

(b) in rule 2, for clause (iii) the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely: — 

"(ill) ‘certificates’ means— 

(a) a 10-Year National Plan Certificate, 

(b) a National Savings Certificate, 

(c) a 12-Year National Plan Savings Certificate, and 

(d) a 12-Year National Defence Certificate,”; 

(c) for rule 3, the following rule shall be substituted, namely: — 

"3. Denominations in which certificates shall be Issued—12-Year National 
Defence Certificates shall be issued in denominations of Rs. 5, Rs. 10, 
Rs, 50, Rs. 100, Rs. 500, Rs. 1,000, Rs. 5,000 and Rs, 25,000.”; 

(d) In rule 22, In sub-rule (1), after the words and figures ”a 12-Year 
National Plan Savings Certificate” the words and figures "or a 12-Year 
National Defence Certificate" shall be inserted; 

fe) in rule 31, after the table “(e) Surrender values pf 10-Year National 
Plan Certificates,” the following table shall be inserted, namely: — 
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u (i) Surrender values of 12-year National Defence Certificates;

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(f) after rule 34, the following rule shall be added, namely: — 

“35. Discontinuance of 12-year National Plan Savings Certificates, —There- 
shall be no Issue of the 12-year National Plan Savings Certificate® 
after the close of business on the 14th November, 1962.’’ 

3. In Form A appended to the Post Office Savings Certificate® Rules, 1900— 

(i) for the figures and words ‘'12-year National Plan Savings Certificate” 
in the two places where they occur, the figures and words "12-year 
National Defence Certificates” shall be substituted; 

(ii) for the portion beginning with "I/We hereby agree to abide” and 
ending with “National Savings Certificate® and Cash Certificate®”, the 
following shall be substituted, namely: — 

“I/We hereby agree to abide by the Post Office Savings Certificates 
Rules, 1960 and further declare that the National Defence Certificates 
now proposed to be purchased together with the National Defence 
Certificates, National Plan Savings Certificates, National Savings 
Certificates and Cash Certificates"; 

(iii) for the words “Receipt for National Plan Savings Certificates”, the 
words “Receipt for National Defence Certificates” shall be substituted. 

(iv) for the words “Total number of National Plan Savings Certificates 
Issued”, the words “Total number of National Defence Certificates issued” 
shall be substituted.
